PRE-PROFESSIONAL COURSES 
The Y M CA College of Arts and Sciences 
enables you to complete the one or two years 
of general college work required as a pre- 
requisite by most of the professional schools 
preparing for Dentistry, Medicine and Law. 
As the College is a member of the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, its work is recognized and accepted 
at full value upon transfer to any of the col- 

leges or universities in the Middle West. 


Pre-Medical Courses 

The College offers two years of work, in- 
cluding Physics, Chemistry, Zoology, English, 
Foreign Languages and elective courses ac- 
cepted hour for hour by Rush Medical School, 
University of Illinois College of Medicine, 
Northwestern University Medical School and 
other high grade colleges of medicine, as meet- 
ing pre-medical requirements. 


Pre-Legal Courses 

In consequence of a ruling by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, students who seek admission 
to law schools must now have at least one 
year of college work. Students who enter law 
school after July 1, 1926, will be required to 
have two years of college work in an accred- 
ited institution. The Central Y M C A Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences offers a complete 
Pre-Legal course which is recognized by the 
State and by all leading law schools of the 
Middle West. 


Pre-Dental Courses 

The Northwestern University School of 
Dentistry and the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Dentistry require a year of college 
work for admission. This can be secured. in 
our evening classes, and is accepted at full 
value by these schools as well as by other 
dental colleges.

PART PAYMENT PLAN 


While tuition fees are payable in advance, frank 
recognition is made of the fact that some students 
find it inconvenient to pay the full tuition in cash. 
To accommodate these men a part payment plan 
has been devised, whereby the student pays a por- 
tion of the total ‘charges in cash and gives his per- 
sonal note for the balance, which is paid off in bi- 
weekly or monthly installments. 

An additional charge of ten percent of the unpaid 
balance is made on all fees not paid by February 
11, 1925.
